PROPOSED TEACHER-STUDENT RATIO CONCERNS BOARD 


County BOE reviews PSCA projects

The meeting of the Coffee 
County Board of Education was 
brief and to the point last Thursday 
evening. 

Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
gave the board members an update 
on the PSCA projects now in 
progress at county schools. 

He noted that the work on the 
Zion Chapel Cafeteria is 85 percent 
complete; the renovation on New 
Brockton Elementary‘s cafeteria is 
95 percent complete; the classroom 
construction at New Brockton High 
School is 65 percent complete; and 
Kinston’s classroom is at 15 percent. 

Bowden stated that the architect 
said the projects are on schedule and 
should be completed by mid- 
December. 

He noted that low bidder on the 
kitchen equipment for the Kinston 
and Zion Chapel lunchrooms was 
Moore-Warren Equipment Company 
of Dothan. Their total bid was 
$24,830.00. The equipment will be 
paid for with Child Nutrition Pro- 
gram funds. 

On the recommendation of Super- 
intendent Bowden, the board ap- 
proved the Dual Enrollment Policy 
presented for the board’s considera- 
tion at the last meeting. 

This policy will allow students to 
attend post-secondary school receiv- 
ing credit for elective subjects at the 
college level as well as the high 
school level. 

Bowden noted that students must 
have the approval of their principal 
and the superintendent before enroll- 
ing in college courses, Also, these 
classes cannot interfere with their 
high school schedule. 

Superintendent Bowden briefed 
the board on the effect that Divisor 
+4 class capsize will have on Coffee 
County Schools, 

“I'm in total support of reducing 
class sizes. It's a wonderful con- 
cept,” said Bowden. “The problem I

Bowden told board members that 
funding supplied by the enactment 
of the 1995 Foundation Program 
Plan, plus local funding was already 
being used to employ teachers in the 
county system. 

He noted that county schools do 
not have any overcrowded class- 
rooms and that SAC (Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges) standards are 
presently being met by the system. 

The resolution passed by the State 


Board of Education sets the student- 


teacher ratio standards at a more 
stringent level than that of the SAC. 

An example of the new standards 
versus the present standard is as fol- 
lows: Alabama Limits for Grades 1- 
3 is | teacher to 18 students; the 
present SAC standards require 1 
teacher to 28 students, 

The implementation of the new 
standards is set for January 1998, 

Bowden expressed concern about 
dividing classes in the middle of a 
school year. He also estimated that 
the implementation of the new teach- 
er-student ratio would require the 
hiring of 11 new teachers and the 
construction of 11 new classrooms 
in the county school system, 

In a recent (last week)meeting of 
the state’s school superintendents, it 
was learned that a survey would be 
made in all local school systems to 
see if the implementation of the new 
standards will be possible under the 
present funding. 

There are provisions in the new 
standards for exemptions to the time- 
table of implementing the new stan- 
dards, Each request for an exemption 
will be reviewed by the State Super- 
intendent of Education on a case-by- 
case basis, 

Bottomline, Bowden told board 
members, “We will conduct the sur-

‘Is There A Correct 
Way To Kill A Bug

The tenth grade biology classes at

,assignment to collect fifty different bugs 
and to display them on a display board of 
some sort. This assignment brings about 
a question: Is there a correct way to kill a 
bug?

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Panthers pound Elba 46-6

The Geneva Panthers proved to 
be anything but congenial hosts Fri- 
day night as they invited the Elba Ti- 


—. 


gers to their homecoming party and 
then proceeded to pound the visiting 
Tigers 43-6, in front of a standing- 
room-only crowd at Hugh Owen 
Memorial Stadium, in Geneva. 


The loss dropped Elba’s record to 
0-6, while Geneva improved its slate 
to 5-1 with the win. 

Elba got the first break of the 
night w Johnny Coleman re- 
covered a Geneva fumble on the first 
play of the game; however, the Ti- 

ers gave the ball right back on their, 
irst snap, and this time the Panthers 
marched 71 yards in only five plays 
to take the early lead. 

Mike Brown gained 55 yards on 
three carries during the scoring 
drive, and notched the touchdown on 
a 5-yard scamper. A bad snap foiled 
the extra-point try, but with 10:01 
still left in the first quarter Geneva 
was on its way with a 6-0 advantage. 

The Elba offense continued to be 
plagued with a case of fumblitis on 
its ensuing possession, as the Tigers 
lost a total of thirty yards on three 
Straight fumbles, with the third fum- 
ble being recovered in the endzone 
by Elba quarterback Derek Marler 
for a safety. The safety upped the 
Panthers’ lead to 8-0 with 8:59 left 
in the stanza. 

Geneva began its next series at its 
own ve line and this time 
marched 70 yards in six plays to 
again reach paydirt. 

Raphael Tyrues had a 14-yard run 
for the Panthers during the scoring 
drive, while Mike Brown was bo 
the workhorse with 46 yards in three 
carries, and a 1-y: touchdown 
plunge. Tyrues added the extra-point 
and with 6:17 left in the first quarter 
the Panthers were already in com- 
mand with a 15-0 lead. 

The Elba offense managed to 
hold on to the football on its ensuing 
possession and drove 62 yards in 
eight plays to get on the scoreboard! 

A key play in the scoring drive 
was a 24-yard pass from Derek 
Marler to Eric Jordan, while Julian 
Mitchell gained 21 yards on four car- 
ries and got the touchdown on a 3- 
yard dash.

A 15-yard penalty against Elba on 
fourth down and eight kept the drive 
alive early, and Mike Brown took 
over from there, as he gained 40 
yards on 8 carries and got his third 
touchdown of the game on a 3-yard 
run, Tyrues kicked the extra-point, 
and with 7:05 left in the half Geneva 
was on top 22-6, 

The Elba offense was also ready 
to take ‘a trip downfield, and drove 
58 yards in nine plays to reach a first 
down and goal at the Geneva 9- 
yardline. 

The drive was engineered by Ti- 
ger quarterback Derek Marler, who 
hit on 5 of 5 passes for 51 yards, 
with Garret Boutwell and Eric Jor- 
dan both pulling in two passes. 

A penalty against the Tigers 
slowed the march, however, and af- 
ter two Marler passes missed their 
targets, a third was intercepted by 
Geneva and the scoring threat had 
ended, 

Geneva was 65 yards away from 
the endzone with only 2:06 left in 
the half, but the Panthers simply 
continued to pound the ball against 
the Elba defense and drove 65 yards 
in seven plays to score their fourth 
touchdown of the half. 

Raphael Tyrues and Des Cox 
combined to gain 55 yards on three

The Elba Tigers will be hoping to 
put the skids on a seven-game losing 
streak Friday night when they host 
the Geneva County Bulldogs, at Ti- 
ger Stadium. 

The Tigers will bring an 0-6 
record into the clash, while the Bull- 
dogs will enter the game with a 1-5 
slate. 

Elba remained winless on the sea- 
son last week with a 46-6 thrashing 
at the hands of the Geneva Panthers, 
and it appeared that a rash of injuries 
and the long losing streak has com- 
bined to drain the Tigers of their 
confidence on the gridiron. 

The Elba offense was ineffective 
on the ground, but did shine in the 
air as quarterback Derek Marler hit 
on 10 of 20 passes for 149 yards, 
and discovered a new target in senior 
tight-end Garret Boutwell, who 
pulled in three catches for 57 yards. 

The Elba defense took it on the 
chin as Geneva rolled up over 400 
yards in total offense, and the Tigers 
have now allowed an average of 34 
points per game in their last three 
losses, 

While the defense did struggle 
throughout the game, defensive-back 
Tony Burks had a big game with 12 
solo tackles and 1 assist, while line- 
backer Ronnie Davis made 11 tack- 
les and 2 assists. 

The Geneva County Bulldogs 
have enjoyed successful seasons for 
many years, but the ‘97 season has 
been a nightmare as new-Coach 
Rick Moody has seen his troops 
struggle throughout the season.

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FARMERS ASK FOR HELP ON PROBLEM PEANUT GRADING SYSTEM 


U. S. Senator Richard Shelby visits Coffee County

United States Senator Richard 
Shelby was in Elba Friday holding 
one of his “annual town meetings 
with his constituents.” 
4 Elba Mayor James Grimes played 
host to the Senator introducing him 
to the audience. 

Shelby said, “It is an honor and a 
privilege to be one of your U. S. 
Senators. It’s a challenging job to 
say the least. It’s a tough job but it’s 
a rewarding job too - at times.” 

The senator addressed several is- 
sues facing the Congress from taxes 
to peanuts. After his initial “briefing 
and comments,” Sen. Shelby fielded 
questions from the audience. 

Using charts to illustrate his posi- 
tion, he first expressed his concern 
about the continuing cutting of the 
defense budget and the down-sizing 
of the military. 

Shelby noted that the United 
States is spending less on defense 
than it did in the 1930s. He com- 
mented that we should be concerned 
about the future and the possible 
threats that exist throughout the 
world even though the Cold War 
has ended. 

Turning to domestic issues, Shel- 
by stated that interest payments 
(over a quarter of a trillion dollars 
annually) on the national debt are 
taking funds that could be spent on

The chairman of the Coffee

area of the watershed, and the recent 
flurry of interest in developing such 
impoundments. 

He also stated that it takes several 
years to bring a project of this nature 
to reality, and he was confident that 
the studies, which are being co- 
sponsored by the Authority and the 
Geological Survey of Alabama, are a 
necessary step in achieving this goal. 

Thomas Fuqua, chairman of the 
CPYRWMaA Board of Directors, ac- 
cepted*the funds for the Authority, 
and expressed his appreciation of the 
partnership of local governments 
that have pledged support for these 
studies. 


DPS supports school bus 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety is pleased to join in sup- 
porting School Bus Safety Week 
Oct. 19-25 and its focus on chil- 
dren’s safety, 

According to the Alabama State 
Board of Education, sponsor of 
School Bus Safety Week, approxi- 
mately 60 percent of the state’s 
school-age children are transported 
to and from school on school buses. 

To help insure the safety of these 
young Alabamians, motorists are re- 
minded to use extreme caution in the 
vicinity of school buses and school 
children and to closely observe traf- 


fic laws related to school buses, 

When meeting or following a 
school bus stopped on the roadway 
with signal arm extended and red 
lights flashing, motorists must stop 
and remain stopped until the bus re- 
sumes motion or the stop signal is 
ee and red lights are turned 
off, 

Motorists must also stop when 
meeting or following a bus stopped 
on a four-lane to six-lane highway, 
even if the opposing traffic lanes are 
separated by a median or safety 
zone, Drivers are advised to stop at 
least 20 feet from the bus. 


plained that a family of four making 
$33,300 annually would pay no in- 
come tax under the flat-tax rate. 

That same family having an annu- 
al income of $50,000 would pay 
only 6 percent income tax. 

“I don’t like the present tax 
code,” said Shelby. “I want to abol- 
ish it.” 

Turning to other matters, the Sen- 
ator touched on the discipline prob- 
lems reported in our public schools. 
He noted that years ago, in the 60's, 
problems dealt mostly with talking 
out of turn, chewing gum, running in 
the halls, cutting class, etc.; howev- 
er, now, in the 90's, school officials 
are having to deal with drug and al- 
cohol abuse, pregnancies, suicides, 
rape, assaults, murders, etc. 

The major causes of these prob- 
lems is the breakdown in familes and 
no discipline in school. 

“When I was in school, I got a lot 
of whippings in school and I got a 
whipping at home for getting them 
in school,” said Shelby. 

During the question and answer 
session, the Senator fielded ques- 
tions concerning the peanut industry. 


Several peanut growers present 
expressed their concerns with the 
present grading system being used to 
grade peanuts. 

The dry summer has taken its toll 
and some farmers are losing $478 
per ton on their peanuts due to Seg- 
regation III. 

Mo Sessions, who is with Ses- 
sions Peanut Company. told Shelby 
that SEG III is the most important is- 
sue ‘facing peanut farmers at this 
time. 

Farmers present told the Senator, 
“We could lose our farms and every- 
thing we own if we don’t get some 
relief.” 

Shelby promised to meet with the 
other members of Congress from Al- 
abama and set up a meeting with the 
Secretary of Agriculture and get 
something done for the local peanut 
program. 

The Senator fielded questions for 
about forty-five minutes before shak- 
ing some hands. Before he left Elba, 
Mayor Grimes, accompanied by City 
Clerk Donnie Morrow, gave Shelby 
an abbreviated tour of the levee and 
the new pump system being installed

Shelby also promised to look into 
the problem with the cut in the feder- 
al funding for rehabilitation work be- 
ing done on the leveee.
